This  1858  is  a Pattern,  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  in 
derable  quantity  (several  hundred  struck),  and  submitted  to 
Treasury  Department  for  approval  of  the  design,  which  was 
ed  about  Jan.  1,  1859.  The  piece  is  No.  264  in  the  Adams- 
fin  list  of  Pattern  and  Experimental  pieces.  A number  of  examples 
sold  in  the  general  neighborhood  of  $25.  to  $35.  depending  on 
tion.  The  excessively  high  value  placed  on  the  1856  has  resulted 
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from  its  being  long  sold  os  a coin  one  "ought  to"  have  with  a regu.i

Ans.  The  only  published  attempt  at  listing  Dime  varieties  waaj 
reprint  of  part  of  the  so-called  World's  Greatest  Collection;  it  H 
proved  of  little  use  in  identifying  varieties.  In  preparation  for  eventi 
issue  of  a monograph  on  Early  Dimes,  1796-1837,  we  have  tabulai 
varieties  as  they  passed  through  our  hands  over  the  past  four  yec 
The  varieties  listed  below  are  only  the  extreme  rarities;  those  wh 
are  also  type  coins  are  so  indicated.  1796.  "K-12."  Wide  date, 
high,  1 distant  from  curl,  ERTY  touch.  Rarity  7.  1796.  Not  in 
Close  date,  6 high  but  not  touching  bust,  6th,  7th  and  8th  stars 
apart;  single  outer  leaf  under  D;  leaves  touch  A,  foot  of  R,  right 
of  I in  AMERICA;  rim  break  at  STA.  R-8.  1798/7.  Rev.  Thirte 
stars.  Eliasberg  lacks  this  one;  R-7.  1798.  Small  8 perfect  date;  str 
on  reverse  arranged  in  regular  diamond-shaped  patterns  as  on  li 
(see  ill.  of  last  in  Standard  Catalog)  . This  is  also  an  R-7  coin,  poai 
bly  7 or  8 being  reported.  Both  these  98's  are  type  coins  of  extreij 
desirability.  1804.  Fourteen  stars  on  reverse.  Not  extremely  rare  as| 
variety,  but  Eliasberg  lacks  it,  and  all  specimens  seen  are  much  wo:| 
1814.  STATESOFAMERICA  crowded  together  as  one  word.  Thij 
or  four  seen.  1820.  With  same  reverse,  2 seen.  1820.  Small  c in  ICd 
Three  or  four  seen.  1820.  Blundered  legend,  several  letters  recut  oj 
others.  One  seen.  1829.  L.  IOC,  rev.  same  as  1828  — fine  denticll 
One  seen.  1830.  No  period  after  C,  two  seen. 

Ques.  The  enclosed  Gold  Dollar  come  from  ...  (a  well-knoa 
midwestern  dealer — Ed.).  It  was  represented  as  1886/5.  Is  this  c- 
rect,  or  what  is  the  piece?  How  rare  is  it?  R.  F.  D.,  Bethesda,  Md. 

Ans.  The  piece  you  sent  us  shows  plainly  that  the  6 was  first  i 
too  low  and  then  re-cut  in  proper  position.  The  figures  are  of  entirr 
different  style  from  those  used  on  the  1885  coins,  being  smaller  c 
thinner.  We  therefore  cannot  agree  that  the  coin  is  an  overdate, 
the  other  modern  overdates  the  above  objection  does  not  hold,  as 
dates  are  from  the  punches  (or  matrices)  actually  used  in  the  ear 
years.  We  have  seen  one  or  two  1886  dollars  from  this  same  reve 
die;  they  are  rarer  than  the  regular  1 886's  but  hardly  deserve 
price  which  would  be  commanded  by  an  authentic  overdate. 


Ques.  When  you  answered  N.  E.'s  question  about  alleged 
countermarks  on  Spanish  silver  (NUMISMA,  March-April,  195' 
didn't  you  forget  about  Lots  9 and  201  in  the  Schulmon  sale  of  Ap 
1951?  D.  K.,  Louisville,  Ky.  (and  several  other  correspondents) 

Ans.  We  attended  the  Schulmon  sale  of  1951  and  examiti 
those  two  lots  among  many  others.  They  are  8 Reales  pieces  of  Ph 
III  (Madrid,  1617)  and  Philip  IV  (Potosi,  1659)  with  a small  rou 
counterstamp  of  a monogrammed  NE;  and  they  brought  respectiv. 
$40.  and  $36.00.  We  thought  then,  as  we  do  now,  that  the  pun 
(it  appears  to  be  the  same  one)  used  on  both  coins  is  wholly  unll 
the  workmanship  of  Hull  and  Sanderson,  so  far  different  that  it  wo> 
be  foolhardy  to  suppose  that  it  came  from  the  Boston  mint.  We  r^ 
several  similar  false  counterstamps  on  coins  in  the  notorious  Dr.  C 
sale  of  1871.  The  omission  of  the  two  above  coins  in  our  answe^ 
N.  E.  was  from  forgetfulness.  In  any  case  they  would  not  invalid: 
the  arguments  used  in  that  answer. 

Ques  I recently  became  interested  in  the  different  varieties. 
U.  S.  coins  as  per  Gilbert,  Beistle,  Sheldon,  Newcomb,  etc.,  and  wom 
just  how  accurate  some  of  the  listings  are,  or  it  any  supplementt 
information  or  corrections  or  addenda  were  ever  published  in  mof 
zines  or  pamphlet  form?  V.  E.  B.,  Mechanicsburg,  Pa. 

Ans.  There  are  no  glaring  errors  in  Dr.  Sheldon's  Early  Cent  b« 
except  that  the  reverse  of  S-79  is  not  the  die  pictured  on  his  p 
but  instead  is  Rev.  U of  1796;  his  description  is  correct.  One  new  s( 
variety  (1794  NC-4,  same  as  S- 1 7 but  with  edge  device  of 
unique,  Condition  Census  3-0)  and  two  new  varieties 
obv.  S-44  rev.  S-45;  ex  Pawling  Coll.,  unique,  CC  3-0;  and  Iq 
NC-3  obv.  S-222,  rev.  1/000,  same  as  1803  S-249  die  before  f1 
tion  was  corrected;  unique,  CC  8-0)  have  turned  up.  Several  forj 
NC's  have  become  collectible,  and  some  other  rarity  ratings  have  n 
to  be  changed.  A supplement  has  been  completed  by  Sheldon  with 
collaboration  of  Walter  Breen,  and  will  probably  be  issued  late 
fall  As  for  Newcomb,  his  book  on  Late  Date  Cents  is  reliable  tor 
1816-39  coins.  The  two  new  varieties  in  this  period  are  describeq 
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? tabulation  included  in  the  1952  ANA  Convention  Catalog;  1822 
'>.  13  and  1835  No.  18.  Two  ore  known  of  the  former,  four  of  the 
ter.  For  the  period  1840-57  the  Newcomb  bo'ok  is  unreliable,  as 
bre  than  1 50  new  varieties  ore  known.  Your  letter  mentioned  six 
w ones  of  1847;  there  ore  at  least  eight  different  not-in-Newcomb 
rieties  of  that  year  known  to  us,  and  others  may  exist.  For  descrip- 
ns  of  some  of  the  new  varieties,  see  our  auction  catalogs  since 
52;  almost  every  sale  which  contained  Late  Dates  included  o few 
listed  varieties.  The  Dupont  catalog  also  described  o number  of 
:h.  The  forthcoming  reprint  of  the  Newcomb  book  will  not,  however, 
:lude  any  data  on  new  varieties.  A new  book  on  Late  Dotes  is  in 
jporation  by  W.  C.  Bloisdell  and  Walter  Breen,  and  this  will  supply 
! need.  Gilbert's  listings  on  Half  Cents  ore  reasonably  accurate  but 
from  complete.  He  listed  1 1 1 varieties;  the  forthcoming  Breen 
3k  enumerates  128,  plus  six  sub-varieties.  At  various  times  in  the 
JMISMATIST  and  SCRAPBOOK  since  July  1951,  Breen  has  listed 
Jenda  and  corrections  to  Gilbert.  As  for  Beistle  on  Half  Dollars,  we 
d that  book  almost  unusable  for  the  period  1823-36;  it  is  excel- 
t on  1794-1803,  less  good  for  1805-22,  and  falls  completely  to 
ces  thereafter.  There  are  passibly  two  dozen  varieties  known  for 
34  where  he  lists  only  four;  he  fails  to  list  1828  curled  knobbed 
r 1 836  50/00  at  all,  to  name  but  two  important  omissions.
